A dull, heavy report of an explosion of 
some kind startled the people of this city 
at (• o clock (his morning from their slum 
bers. Hasty .inquiries were made in re- 
gard to the origin of the occurrence, 'out 
no satisfactory information was gleaned 
it was talked of at the railway depot and 
at the steamboat landing, but no one knew 
unj thing about it except that all had 
heard the report. On my way down the 
river ot the Mary l’owell, I learned that 
two powder houses, belonging to Smith \ 
Hand, located west of Newburg, had been 
blown up, and, of course, at once con- 
cluded that the explosion was the fir-it re- 
pert of their demolition. As near as I can 
ascertain, tbe affair happened at the 
t ni« above mentioned. Tbe houses spoken 
ol were located in a sort of ravine, two 
or three hundred feet apart. One was 
called the graining mill and the other the 
glazing mill. In the graining mill at tbe 
time ol the occurrence were five tons of 
powder in tbe cake. In the glazing mill 
there was about one ton of powder. 
Tbe buildings were separate-1 from each 
other by a stream, across which is a dam, 
and both structures were all of one hun- 
dred feet from the plank road leading to 
Walden, on the north side. On tbe south 
side was a storehouse in which three 
hundred kegs of powder ready for market j 
were stored. Next to it also was another j 
building, which was connected with the I 
graining mill by an iron shaft four iuchei i 
in diameter and eighty feet long. This, I 
then, was the situation. At six A. M. the > 
graining mill exploded with a tremendous 
shock, being blown to atoms. In five sec- \ 
onds after the glazing mill also exploded ! 
with a terrific report. The building on the 
south side ot the road did not explode, 
but the doors were blown off, the sides 
crushed in aud the roof torn away. The 
iron shaft spoken of above was broken in 
twain, aud fifteen feet of it carried over 
the tops of trees a distance ot five hun- 
dred yards. Another piece twice the 
length was bent almost double. When 
the explosion took place a column ot 
smoke and dust shot far into the air and 
was visible many miles. 

Young trees were uprooted and thrown 
a third of a mile, while old trees able to 
.tend the shock were stripped of branches 
and leaves entirely and every inch of 
them blackened and charred. Large 
numbers of birds were found dead aud 
dying in the vicinity. The saddest part 
ot the aflair is yet to be told- In the 
graining mill at the time of the explosion 
a German named Adam Schossier was at 
woik. He was a faithful tnan and had 
been in the employ of the company five 
or six years. His body was blown to 
pieces. His head and a portion of his 
sbculders were found near&tree about six 
hundred feet Irom the mill. Other pieces 
of bis body, including limbs, pieces of 
charred flesh and part of one of his arms, 
were found strewn along on the ground 
aLd hanging to branches of trees. It was 
a terribly sickening sight Only about 
two-thirds of bis body were found. The 
pieces were placed in a barrel till Coroner 
Thomas Bingham, of Newburg, arrived, 
when an inquest was held, the jury re- 
turning a verdict 10 accordance with the 
facts. Tbe ciuse of the explosion is not 
known. One theory is as follows - F’or about 
two wetks past mm have been at work uear 
the mill blasting Some of the stones from 
the blasts were hurled about promiscu- 
ously, a few lodging in the roof of the 
gruming mill. It ts thought that this 
morning one of the stones dropped 
tfctcugh, and that the fric’ion caused by 
ils coming in contact with the powder 
caused tbe explosion. 

i he report w as distinctly heard in an 
area ot thirty miles. At Newburg horses 
were thrown violently to the ground, build- 
ings were shakeD and window glasses 
were broken. The earth was greatly agi- 
tated. Had the explosion occurred one 
heur later twenty persons would have 
been killed, as that number go to work 
every morning at 7 o'clock in the grain 
ing mill. 1 negleeted to mention that 
sticks of timber were thrown one thou- 
sand feet inio the air.

Ruius Mallory, the present 
Republican representative iu Congress, 
was elected in Ir-Gil by 333 majority.

Louis, and New Orleans. Some of th^se 
publications found their way into Con- 
mess, and were publicly read there. No 
tact, too, has been more widely known, 
both in Congress and out of it, than 
tLat whisky has sold in this city and 
elsewhere for prices ranging from !>3 
cents up to $1 30 per gallon, with cer- . 
tifu ales of tax paid, while tbe tax has 
ben. $2 per gallon. Have these Republi 1 
tans, so long in ignoranco of tbe fact that 
the whisky ring is too strong for Govern 
me nt. never heard of the 3,000 still* in ■ 
this city at.d in Brooklyn which should 
psy between $30,000,0(M. and $10,000,000 1 
tax, but which only vouchsafe to Govern- i 
mt nt less than $C, 000, 000 a year: and the ’ 
hundreds of stills in Philadelphia which j 
ought to yield $30,000,000 revenue at the 
lowest, and give but a tithe of that sum? 
Have they been oblivious to the existence 
of thirty known distilleries in and abont 
Chicago which should return $18,000,000 
a year, added to what should be received 
by the Treasury from a swarm of unknown 
illicit stills there, which altogether give 
the Government about u million a year 
tax. aud cheat it out of a million aud a 
halt a month for corruption purposes? 
Have the accounts never reached 
them of tbe thirty known distilleries 
in New Orleans which annually swi ndle 
(he Treasury cut of more than $20,000,- 
(•( 0, and hold such power as to defy the 
G vetnmentand the local courts alike? 
We can scarcely believe it possible.’that 
any one living in this country for ten 
years back could be ignorant of these 
tacts If these Congressmen will take 
the trouble to refer to the records of the 
Treasury Department they will see for 
themselves 700 application? registered 
thereon from licensed distilleries for Tice 
meters, in pursuance of the regulation re- 
quiring each establishment to have one of 
those instruments last year. The admit- 
ted capacity of these 7'J) establishments 
was equal to 300,000 gallons daily, or 
150, ( 00,000 yearly, per year of 300 work- 
ing days— representing a revenue of $300,- 
000, 000 on a single article, from which 
Government has never yet received even 
$30,000,000. And even the sum usually 
conceded has been curtailed $8,000,- 

000 in four months during the 
current fiscal year, so con- 
fident are the ring? of their control of the 
Congressional majority, the party, and 
the Republican revenue officials. Per 
haps these individuals have never learned 
that in the twenty districts iu which the 
President made removals on his own sole 
responsibility, the relative revenue gain 
was $1,500,000 per annum, while in the 
1 1 1* districts in wbicb he made changes 
on Commissioner Rollins reccommenda- 
ticn, the revenue loss was at tbe rate of al- 
most $20,000,000 — the former being ar- 
raigned by public opinion for removals 
that were bringing millions of loss upon 
the country; the Utter being offered his 
party s sympathy for oppression suffered 
at the hands ol his official chief.

If all these and the fol- 
lowing facts are reflected upon, tbe whisky 
pi "er msa be estimated and understood 
Ly all; tbe dealers' interest who hold, 
pi-thaps, a standing stock on hand of 
30 l:( (i,0C0 gallons, and who will lose $13,- 
OCO.LfiO by reduction to fifty cents; the 
distillers interest who manufacture prob- 
ably 100.000,000 gallons annually, who 
pay the Government a tax on one gallon 
in every six or seven and cheat it out of 
the remainder — and who desire, of course, 
retention of the high rate, the sales last 
rear of wholesale liquor dealers amount- 
ing to over $000,000,000 worth, and those 

01 retail dealers am junting to $1,500,000,- 
M'O worth; the bogus bond system 
and the combination formable between 
distillers on the one hand aud collectors, 
assessors, their respective deputies, 
revenue agents, local inspector?, and 
police cfficers on the other hand. Fi- 
nally. the fund held by the rings explicit 
ly for corrupting uses is enormous, and is 
used boldly to paralyze the pres? and the 
Government. Horace Greeley has been 
brought low, and actually with the Tribune 
cc-operates with the villains of the whisky 
ring — defending their convicted criminals 
ai.d assailirg those courts where justice is 
still supreme above bribery. Other 
prominent journals have been suborned in 
the same interest, and tbe whisky rings 
own several judges and I'uited Slates 
District Attorneys by the dozen. The 
Darling Committee made such monstrous 
discoveries and became so entaugled 
itself in the nteshes of fraud that it did 
not dare to make an honest, complete re- 
port of its operations. The report it did 
in like convinced tbe Republicans of tbe wis- 
dom of silence — preserved inviolably from 
that day tolhis. The Van Wyck report was 
as undignified as it was incompetent, and 
was even repudiated by his committee 
associates. 

Tbe Republican party is alone respon- 
sible for the formation aud continued ex- 
istence of the whisky leagues, and it can 
not escape the odium thereof. Some of 
the most prominent official defaulters 
have been members of that organization; 
men whom Republican leaders put iu 
office and have persistently kept there 
through thick and thin, frequently in the 
very face of clear proofs of criminality.

Among 
the prisoners in the jail was a man by the 
name of O Bara, kuown to all Confeder- 
ates who were ever confined in Camp 
Douglas as "Old Red ' ar.d as the most 
brutal wretch in the world. He would 
frequently thrust his bayonet iuto them 
without ary provocation, as if he enjoyed 
the pain he inflected, and practiced other 
c-tueities upon them until he became per- 
fectly detested and odious in the very 
sight of his victims. It seems that he is 
now a prisoner himself io confinement; 
but we will venture that it is not for 
any exhibition of manliness or patri 
otism, but for some low theft or cowardly 
ruffianitm. He was entertaining bis fel- 
low captives the other night with an ac- 
count of the manner in which he man- 
ag« d “bis prisoners at Camp Douglas. 
Among his auditors was a large, strap 
ping Irishman l and we are sorry we did 
not learn his name), who was put in the 
jail for taking a little too much of the 
“cratur,’’ and who, it seems, had been a 
Confederate soldier, and who was a pris- 
oner at one time at Camp Douglas, and 
had experienced the tender mercies of 
“Old Red." When our Hibernian be- 
came sure of his man, he started up in 
fury, and exclaimed: “And ita Mr. 

0 Hara himself that spakes, and no mis- 

take; and, bejaburs, it s glad to meet you 
that I am: and before "Old Red knew 
what hurt him be was sprawling ou the 
floor, and 1’at was on top of him. He 
beat him almost to a jeily, cursing him 
all the time, and reminding him with 
every blow of some act of cruelty he had 
practiced on some poor, sickly, and un- 
offending prisoner.

A desperate affray occurred between 
the police aud a party of barglars. on 
Monroe street, this morning, which re- 
sulted iu the shooting of Capt Perry, of

man, and that the burglars were then in- 
side. 1\ hi le they were consulting as to 
the best mode of capturing the robbers, 
Capt. Perry of the Second D. strict came 
along, and it was at onee detetnined to 
boldly enter the place and effect their 
capture. The place was dark, and when 
Capt. Perry opened tbe door he struck a 
match on the side post The instant 
the match ignited, and showed 
the burglars to be four negroes, they com 
mi need firing. The first shot pass'd 
through tbe fleshy part of Captain Perry * 
right arm, glanced on his riba, and in- 
flicted a serious though not dangerous 
wound. The second shot strnck officer 
W right above the left knee, and he fell to 
the ground. Tbe instant the barglars saw 
the effect of their shots they made a rush 
for the door, hut officer Barbiere inter- 
cepted them, pistol in band. Hia firat 
shot entered the neck of one of the rob- 
bers named Bill I.ipskey, and he fell. 
Several other shots were fired on both 
side* but without effect, and the three ne- 
groes managed to effect tbeir escape, bat 
doubtless by this time they are in custody, 
as patrolmen were immediately put on 
their track. 

Capt. Petrr, whose wound is not con- 
sider! d of a dangerous character, was 
conveyed to hts residence, on Allen ave- 
nue. without delay, where the ball was 
extracted, and sanguine hopes are enter- 
tained that he will soon recover. Officer 
Wright's wound is slight, and he will be 
re R.ly for doty again in a couple of days 

I.ipskey. the wounded burglar, was con- 
veyed to the Causey street station. His 
wound is very serious, and he cannot re 
cover. He made an ante mortem deposi- 
tion this morning, and gave such informa 
tion as will be certain to lead to the ar 
rest of those who were engaged with him 
in the robbery. 

'i he affray caused the greatest excite- 
ment when it occurrrd, and a large crowd 
went down to the atation-house with the 
wounded prisoners. Captain Simona and 
Sergeant Brown were early at the station 
and rendered every assistance in their 
power. Further developments regarding 
this terrible affray will be published in 
the ItulleU ji to morrow, as the matter will 
be fully investigated by tbe police author- 
ities to-day.

A ride of half an hour from Ci'y Hall 
square, by way of Third Avenue, sets the 
tourist down in front of a low wooden 
budding, with the white paint half washed 
off it, ar.d presenting a spotty appearance 
1 ke that ol a patient just recovering from 
the .-mall-pox. Tbe edifice iu question 
occupies the northwest corner of Twenty- 
feurth street and Third Avenue, and is 
high, with a sort of curious telici’y of 
metaphor to sense, the Bull s Head Hotel. 
One is row in the midst of the horse mart 
of tite city— a thoroughfare extending 
from F’curth Avenue to the East river. 
On all sides of you it is nothing but 
horse — one sees, smells, hears, and un- 
derstands nothing ut horse The dialect 
spoken is a dialect which draws all its 
illustrations from horse. Men prome- 
nade up and down and gabble nothing 
but horse. Bottles of medicinal prepara- 
tions stare from every nook and cranny — 
all marked "horse" iu large, black letters, 
and all labelled "horse " with the yellow 
picture of a horse very carefully printed 
on the label. All panaceas are horse 
panaceas; all doctors are horse doctors: 
ail the quacks in the vicinity are horse 
quacks. Everybody talks horse, and, per- 
haps. in accordance with the advice of 
Mr. Be.gh, eats horse. To parody Ten- 
nyson— a hackneyed procedure in these 
days of parody — it is

Here are fifty firms all engaged io the 
horse business: enter tbe office of auy one 
of which ami you will find some curious 
pictorial decorations, all lambent with 
horseyness aud all from the pencils of 
mute, inglorious Rosa Boaheurs, whose 
fame and greenbacks tarry long and are 
tardy. 

Tbe oldest of these firms is that of 
Chamberlin A Co.; the most extensive in 
business is that of Post A Nichols, whose 
stables extend from Third to Fourth ave- 
nue on the south side, and constitute a 
sort of large boarding house and perhaps 
hospital), into which patients are received, 
or b. aiders, for the sum aud consideration 
of $1 per day. This is the regular price 
of a horse's board — the different board- 
ing bouses along tbe line of this great 
horse tloroughtare accommodating from 
250 to 300 horses at all seasous of the 
year. 

At present trade is Dot very brisk, espe- 
cially in carriage horses, which range from 
$?00 to $2,000 per span The colors now 
preferred and decidedly in fashion are 
dapple gray and black, other colors bring- 
ing an inferior price. Owing to the 
weather, which has been nnfavorable to 
tbeir exhibition, tride this spring has been 
dull iu carriage stock. The usual method 
of exhibition is to permit the span to be 
taken to a gentleman s residence, har- 
nessed to his carriage, and tried in the 
park, or in some other favorable spot 
These horses are mostly from Vermont. 
In railroad or stage horses the trade is al- 
ways more or less brisk, prices ranging 
from $l€0to$l80 Farm horses command 
about the same price, and are io greatest 
dt maud in the spring. Truck and dray 
horns range from $3u0 to $500, and are 
in limited demand at all seasons of the 
year Of large Liverpool drays no stool 
i? kept cn band, and most of the horses sold 
under the last three categories are of 
American blood and breeding, being sup- 
plied mostly from the four States of Reno- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, aud Kentucky, 
while carriage horses hail principally 
from Vermont, though of the latter New 
York and the Northwest furnish a limited 
supply. Canadian horses, small and 
tough, are always in some demand. Sad- 
dle horses sell for from $250 to $3‘"V but 
are rot kept on sale to any great extent 
In siascns of lively trade sales have been 
as high as two thousand horses per month, 
rr Even three thousand, by a single firm, 
though the year round the whole fifty 
firms avenge not more than one hundred 
transfers per day. All horses of any value 
are warranted to be as represented, the 
business having assumed a magnitude 
which precludes the exercistf of the tricks 
ot small dickering and jockeyism, and 
most of the rather illegitimate business is 
transacted by outside parties.

1 he account given by the women ia that 
Thurman arose to bis feet, when he coo 
vnisively put hia baada to his sides, *x- 
( Liming “Oh, what a pain!" and in- 
stantly tell down the embankment, some 
eight or ten feet and spoke no more. The 
examining surgeons say it was impossible 
to tel) whether hia neck was dislocated by 
tbe fall or by previous violence. 

There are various surmise* end suspi- 
cions concerning this mysterious affair, 
but we torbear mentioning them at this 
time. The jury of inquest returned that 
he came to his death "from a cause un- 
known.'' 

1 he deceased was a Lieutenant in the 
federal army during the war, and for 
about two years has been a member of 
the Rogersville bar. He was unmarried. 
His remains have been taken to Rogers- 
ville lor interment.

A laboring man. hard working, honest, 
and hitherto of blameless reputation, 
John Linnehan by name, wbo lives on the 
Randolph road, about a quarter of a mile 
beyond Wolfe river, yesterday morning 
drove an axe into the skufl of Mutt 
Dwyre, killing him instantly, under the 
following circumstances, as detailed to 
ua ly Lirnehao, then a prisoner in Ad- 
ams street statiou. For convenience, we 
will give the affair, near as possible, ia 
his own words; 

“I married my wife about three years 
ago. and lived very pleasantly witu her 
until abcut two months sinre, when this 
man Dwyre came to board at my house. 
She was a widow when I married her 
and had a son about twelve years old. 
With this boy Dwyre generally slept, and 
throt-gh bim I learned ot the first thing : 
that ltd me to suspect that there wa* 
anything wrong between his mother and { 
D*y re. About six weeks ago 1 went ont 
lo Collierville to do a job of ditching, but 
when 1 got there, found it was give* to 
seme one elsel and 1 returned to town 
that same night. On going into the house. 

1 saw Dwyre leave my wife's room. 1 
went in and accused her of acting 
wrorg with him. She bitterly denied it. 
ard we had a quarrel, and from that 
time on we had no peace in my own 
he "t e. _ Dwyre Loosed everybody aud 
everything, and always went around 
with a repeater, so that I was afraid of 
my life. 

‘ On Wednesday evening I went to the 
house with two triend? of mine, and we 
had something to drink. Ou going into 
mv wife's room suddenly L found Dwyre 
in there with her, and as scon as he saw 
me be knocked me down and ki eked me 

out of the room, calling me a and 

snymg he would kill me yet 3Iy friends 
made me go to bed, and yesterday morn 
ing when l awoke 1 got to thinking about . 
Dwyre s treatment of me, aod I deter- 
mined to kill him. I got right ap and 
went to the yard and got tbe axe — a 
common old wood axe — and went first to 
my wife s room, he was not there, and 
then 1 went to her son s room, where he 
generally slept. 

“Here l found bim in bed with the hoy, 
both asleep; 1 walked cp to the bed and 
dealt bim one blow with the edge of the 
ax. driving it into and splitting his skull 
open. He did not even groan. I drew 
the ax out, and stood by him a minute to 
see if he would move or speak, but finding 
him dead, I laid tbe ax down, washed my- 
self, pul od a clean shirt, and came down 
■own to deliver myself up to the police. 
The first one 1 met I delivered myself to 
him. On the road down I ( told a good 
many people what I had done. The 
policeman brought me here f Adams-street 
station > and locked me up. That is all — 
tbe truth, and nothing but the truth- I 
killed him— 1 am glad I d-d it, aud would 
do it again if I had the same cause." 

Lienehan is an Irishman, about forty 
years old, small in stature, with an hon- 
est. Irish face. His wife, he informs us, 
is aiso Irish, and of aoout the same age. 
or perhaps a little older. Dwyre, the 
murdered man, was a Captain in the loth 
Tennessee regiment, C. S A , and is rep 
resented as having been a very good sol- 
dier.

'I her* is a tern hl» condition of afttira 
existing on the Nashville aod Northwest- 
ern railroad. Yesterday morning its ue- 
paid employes warned the officers of thw 
read through tbe morning papers that so 
trains would be permitted to ru a after 
Monday, June -th. and no trouble wa* 
anticipated until that time, but matter* 
weie suddenly brought to a criait early 
yesterday. The laat traia from this 
point for Hickman went out at 5 15 P. M. 
Thursday. It was the regular passenger 
and mail train, and was taken oat by an 
assistant ia the shops. Tnere wa* no 
firemen os the locomotive, 

The *c. oma odatios train due her* at 
t 4.5 yesterday morniag did net arrive un- 
til 10 o clock. When within -.arete quar- 
ters of a mile of the city it had collided 
with a train of forty or filly box cars of 
ihe Nashville and Chattanooga railroad, 
into which it bad beea thrown by the 
turning of a switch that put the maia 
'teach te the side track upon which the 
Nashville and Chattanooga cars were 
stationed. The locomotive waa checked 
up after going through and completely 
demolishing two box care, and z -tt i ng 
pretty severly brushed by the eolhsioa. 
The wreck ot the broken car* lodged apoa 
the main track, thus obstructing the road 
for a number of hours. After hastily re- 
versing tfce locomotive, the engineer had 
jumped off. No one aboard either of the 
trains received any injury There waa 
no means of knowing who' had meddled 
with the switch, but the affair ia laid at 
the door cf the desperate employes 

The accident to the accommodation 
prevented tbe leaving of any train in thw 
mormr.g, acd at 5.15 P. M an attempt 
was made to grt oat the regular passeagar 
train (or Hickman, conductor ike Wooda. 
It was declared by th* employe* that this 
train should not go out unless one of the 
engineer* who hod been all along em- 
ployed should take charge of the locomo- 
tive. None however could be found who 
would uadertsdie the work, and Jack Rhea, 
an engineer who hod formerly been em- 
ployed and discharged, was put on. 

Ihe train rolled out o( the depot i o mo- 
lested. and there was not the-slightest in- 
dication that its trip to Hickman would 
net be accomplished Tbe stout locomo- 
tive seemed belching defiance as it gath- 
ered speed and cranked along at a good 
rate until half a mile oat, when a red 
flag, tfce startling signal of danger, flut- 
ters d out just ahead ot the swiftly-mov- 
ing train. The switch hsd been turned, 
and now the track led off an embank- 
ment In a few minutes more the traia 
and pasaergers would have beea hurled 
to destruction, but tbe engineer, knowing 
well the import of tbe scarlet s gnal, in- 
stantly reversed the locomotive, and the 
tiaia went rumbtirg sullenly back to the 
city. The point nt which the switch 
was turned was catside the corpo rated 
limits. 

After the train reached the depot, the 
employes informed Gen. lanes, the Re- 
ceiver. that a locomotive and the mail car 
might be sent ont without molestatios, 
and that one of their number would vol- 
unteer to go as engineer. This the Re- 
ceiver would not hear to, and the mail 
car did not go out No trains whatever 
went out either yesterday or last night 

During the day, a great many of tfce 
employes were about the depot, and ex- 
citement is running high. They number 
ficm seventy to one hundred men. and 
are determined that nothing shall be done 
upon the road- until their just demand* 
lor the pay due them are complied with. 

W bat will be the ultimate fate of this 
most unfortunate road it is difficult to 
s»y. Rrosperous under the ’uanagemeot 
ot tbe o.d and legitimate administration, 
dnrirgthesix months it has been in the 
hands of a Receiver it bos been driving 
swiftly to destruction. Not even paying 
its running expenses, it gives no account 
ofthe $D4).ifl>t' of Sfnle bonds issued in 
its behalf. Two bogus directories have 
been foisted upon it by politics! shyster- 
ing, and in eaih case the balance of the 
State bonds which were to be issued to 
tbe read in accordance with the provis- 
ions of the omnibus biU have een 
held back by injunctions. To day 
the bogus administration is with- 
out a dollar, and are com- 
pelled to resort to borrowing to meet the 
most trifling claims. The starving em- 
ployes have grown desperate, and tbe ex- 
treme measures to which they have re- 
sorted are not without some show of jus- 
tification. It is reported that Gen. lanes 
has tendered his resignation a* Receiver, 
and that the Governor has refused to ac- 
cept it, but there is no good authority for 
tlis report. 

The attorneys of the bogus Directory 
were in close consultation yesterday, but 
we believe there is as yet no promise of 
relief. The oo!;> remaining remedies are 
decisions from Judge Trigg dissolving the 
injunctions, or tbe turning of the road 
over to its legitimate officer*. 

Great excitement has followed upon the 
incident* of yesterday, and further devel- 
opment* are looked for with iateane in- 
terest

The wound which olficerWright received 
iu his right leg above the knee is not of a 
serious character, aud he may be said to 
le already on duty.

him a very decided Republican. It M 
true that Mr. C’baae has always adhered 
to at me of tbe cardinal principle* of the 
Democratic party; Iree trade and State 
rights among tbe rest, including hard 
nu ney up to the time when that becune 
impracticable; but in all issues that have 
sprung up to make party lines since lsbo, 
he has been as much of a Ripubli a 1 as 
envbtdy, and a great deal more than 
n any who are now most zealous in the 
support of General Grant. There are 
many in both political parties who still 
l-nghjat the “Chase movement,” as it is 
called, and the wonder “how the Deino- 
eiats inn support such s man” — s ques- 
tion which can be very well answered by 
inquiring “how the Republicans can op- 
jxsebim.” If Republicans can support 
Giant, there is no rea:on why Dim rcrats 
can't support Chase— except the very for- 
cible one which it is in the power of tbe 
New Y ork Convention to furnish by the 
LOUiination of another gentleman aa the 
pinny candidate. In the light of to-day 
it is hard to determine with wbat degree 
of lavor Mr. Chate'a name will be re- 
ceived, if presented at New Y'orK on the 
Fourth of July.

1 saw 
a h iter the other day from an old aboli- 
tionist of Trumbull ootmty, Ohio— tb* 
men whose vote eltc'ed Wade to the Sen- 
ate tigbUeu yean ago, in which th* 
writer urges the “Chase movement,” and 
*hjs it will receive the support of all the 
De ulcerate and many of the Republicans 
of his Motion. Letters to a simitar effect 
hate bten received from oilier parts of 
the ct untry, all indicating a willingness 
on - he part of a large portion o: the Re- 
publican party to co-operate in au “op- 
position” movement with Mr. Chase at 
its head. 

So much for the “Chase movement"— 
sigt ificant, determined, and strong; and 
nt t to he entered at except by that large 
clss* of onr fellow-citizens into who-e 
composition nature neglected to inftree 
the element of brain*. Meanwhile Mr. 
Per dletOL’a prospec s a* the “ straight ” 
Democratic nominee are rapidly improv- 
ing; and it is already manifest that if his 
friends insist upon his nomination they 
will secure it. All talk o’ Hancock has 
teM:ed since Chase’s merits began to be 
tanv8seed. The folly of running a sol- 
dier i gainst Graut for any other purpose 
than to elect Grant is at last apparent to 
the men who ought to have seen it 
fre in the first.

lut there are other circumstances that 
will co-operate to secure it, should the 
c- nrention determine against the Chase 
iLcvitnent. And at any rate no man can 
te nominated at New York without the 
cement and co-operation of Pendleton’s 
friends. They will be strong enough to 
dic'ate, if not, under tbe two-thirds rule, 
to nrminale; and Democratic success uu- 
der the t hese movement would give Mr. 
Petdleton tbe State Department of the 
English Mission, with a certain'}- of th* 
m n itatn n f< ur years hence. 

There will be stroi g opposition to Pen- 
dleton, bulit cannot beconceutratedsuffi 
ciemly to be effectual, and will be power- 
less while he keeps b's mine before the 
convention.

Tee 
New York nomination carries with it 
great respoDsitiiitiea on the part of the 
candidate Aud Lhe choice is between 
Cbate and Pendleton. All talk of other 
candidates is leather and prunella. 
POLITICAL LEGISLATION. 

Thefolly of strictly political legislation 
is both illuBt raled and rebuked by recent 
events in regard to the city of Washing- 
ton. Hereto ore the City Council of 
Wst-bingloD has been Republican, while 
the Major has b«en a Conservative or 
Democrat. In order to secure the little 
patronsge that attached to the City Hall, 
the radical* got Mr. Sumner to introduce 
a bill taking tbe app inting power as to 
city officer* out of the hands of the May- 
or, because he was a Democrat, an 1 ve-t- 
ing it in the City Council, because it wa. 
Re; ubl-can. The bill passed both House:, 
*Ld Lecame n law only a week or so ago’ 
At .Le municipal election yesterday the 
Cota cil wss made Democratic by a de- 
cided majority w hile the Mayorality was 
left id douhr, wi'h tbe chances in favor 
of tbe Republican candidate.

this subject. 

McCoole, it appears, was arrested ear- 
ly in the morning of tbe day set for the 
light ; he, however, quickly furnished 
bot ds to answer on the following morn- 
ing, and then, with commendable alacri- 
ty, Lastened to the spot whereon the ring 
w»s pitched, which he reached and enter- 
ed in good season, thus eviti'ing a de- 
cided inclination to confront his adver- 
sary. Coburn managed to keep tbe of- 
ficers at hay until be had arrived in close 
proximity to the ring, where he was ar- 
rested, as stated, and hurried off to Liw- 
renceburg, thus preventing his return to 
the ring in season, had he been d?sirous 
cf getting there.

Unless either can prove beyond 
cavil that his opponent was instrumental 
Id hi* own or his adversary’s arrest, for 
the purpose of preventing a meeting, 
neither man has any ground upon which 
be can make claim for the stakes: and 
unlees there is a mutual agreement nei 
ther can draw bis money. Unless some 
uiu'ual arrangement can be made 
to draw tbe stakes, we would sug- 
gest that a meeting of tie principals 
end their back-rs be held here, 
at.d thereby come to a determination as 
to lut ure proceedings. A party— whether 
1 y amherity or not, we cannot state- 
cell' el upon us a day or two ago, and 
stated that “Coburn was willing to leave 
the stakes remaiD, increase the amount 
ll.tOO to f5,0i>0 a side, and fight Upon neu- 
tia- ground, Canada or elsewhere.” There 
is sufficisnl money at stake already. If 
a meetfog cannot be brought about for 
ten thbusand dollars, there is less proba- 
bility of the match being brought to a 
satisfactory conclusion when the stakes 
ai* greater.

to appoint a day of meeting for both 
principals to meet and proceed to a place 
wb»;e the fight can be gotten off without 
interference, as scon as possible, as Co- 
burn dors not wish tbe money to be with- 
drawn without a fight.
